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PROGRAM  FOR  COAC  SET 


On  April  11,  the  ANS  Committee  on 
Medals  and  Decorations  met  to  set  the  pro¬ 
gram  for  the  1987  Coinage  of  the  Americas 
Conference.  The  theme  of  the  conference, 
to  be  held  on  September  26  and  27,  will 
be  “The  Medal  in  America.” 

Mrs.  Marion  Russell,  Chair  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,  noted:  “It  was  a  real  challenge  to 
select  the  papers,  as  abstracts  came  in  from 
almost  twice  as  many  people  as  we  could 
fit  on  the  program,  and  they  were  all  in¬ 
teresting.  We  were  tempted  to  expand  the 
conference  beyond  its  usual  dozen  papers, 
but  decided  that  it  was  imporant  to  keep 
it  focused  and  compact.  We  chose  thirteen 
papers  which  cover  a  wide  variety  of 
medals  and  approach  to  the  study  of  the 
medium.” 

The  session  on  Saturday  morning, 
September  26,  will  focus  on  the  medals  of 
eighteenth  century  America.  Two  of  the 
papers  will  deal  with  Indian  Peace  Medals 
of  English  kings:  Ebenezer  Nii  Quar- 
coopome,  an  alumnus  of  the  1985  ANS 
graduate  seminar,  will  discuss  those  in  the 
name  of  George  I,  while  the  team  of 
George  Fuld  and  Barry  Tayman  will  report 
their  findings  on  those  in  the  name  of 
George  II  with  the  legend  proclaiming 
“Happy  While  United,”  Javier  Gimeno  of 
Madrid  will  trace  the  medals  of  Spain  for 
its  American  colonies,  and  Yvonne  Kor- 
shak  of  Adelphi  University  will  investigate 
the  iconography  of  the  French-made 
“Libertas  Americana”  medal. 

Cornelius  Vermeule,  author  of 
Numismatic  Art  in  America ,  will  lead  off  the 
afternoon  session,  devoted  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  medal  in  nineteenth-century 
America.  Dr.  Vermeule  will  speak  on 
“Medallic  and  Marble  Memorial:  Mint  to 
Mausoleum  in  Victorian  America.” 
Dorothy  Budd  Bartle,  numismatic  curator 
of  the  Newark  Museum,  will  speak  on  the 
theories  of  that  institution’s  founder  John 
Cotton  Dana  regarding  the  role  of  medals 
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Columbian  Exposition  Medal  by  Augustus  Saint- Gaudens 

ANS  DEVELOPMENT 
CAMPAIGN  REACHING 
NEW  SOURCES 

At  the  Society’s  April  meeting,  President 
Harry  W.  Fowler  announced  an  additional 
$175,000  in  gifts  to  the  $4  million  capital 
campaign.  The  total  of  pledges  and  gifts 
received  to  date  of  $2,300,000  reflects  the 
beginning  of  the  Society’s  nationwide 
cultivation  efforts  and  its  solicitation  of 
foundation  and  corporate  support. 

Society  Receives  Foundation  Grant 

In  March  a  $25,000  endowment  grant 
was  approved  by  the  trustees  of  The  Mem- 
ton  Fund,  a  New  York  foundation  which 
supports  cultural  and  educational  pro¬ 
grams.  The  grant  was  made  by  the  Mem- 
ton  Fund  in  memory  of  Samuel  R. 
Milbank,  a  member  of  the  Society  since 
1921,  who  served  as  President  from  1960 
to  1978.  Milbank’s  study  of  the  mint 
Aegina,  completed  while  a  student  a 
Princeton,  was  published  by  the  Society  in 
1925,  the  same  year  he  became  a  Fellow.

Ernst  Badian  of  Cambridge,  MA,  has 
been  an  Associate  member  since  1973.  He 
is  currently  Professor  of  History  at  Har¬ 
vard,  a  position  he  has  held  since  1972. 
Author  of  several  works  relating  to 
hellenistic  and  Roman  history,  he  found¬ 
ed  the  American  Journal  of  Ancient  History,  for 
which  he  continues  to  serve  as  editor. 

Roger  S.  Bagnall  of  New  York  City,  an 
Associate  since  1974,  is  Professor  of  Greek 
and  Latin  at  Columbia  University.  A 
specialist  in  papyrology,  he  has  worked  with 
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Cora  Lee  C.  Gillilland  at  COAC  '85 
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OLSON  WINS  FELLOWSHIP 

The  Society’s  Graduate  Fellowship  for 
1987/8  has  been  awarded  to  Lauris  T. 
Olson  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
an  alumnus  of  the  1986  Graduate  Seminar. 
Olson  received  his  B.A.  magna  cum  laude 
from  Penn  in  1979  and  his  M.A.  (with  a 
thesis  entitled  “The  Medieval  Welsh  Law 
Manuscripts  and  Related  Material”)  in 
1985.  In  December  1986  he  completed  the 
oral  examinations  for  the  Ph.D.,  and  he 
proposes  to  continue  work  on  western  im¬ 
itations  of  the  Byzantine  solidus,  A.D. 
400-700,  begun  during  the  Seminar,  for  his 
dissertation.  During  a  varied  career  in 
undergraduate  and  graduate  work,  Olson 
has  been  a  research  aide,  faunal  analyst, 
docent,  teaching  fellow,  research  assistant, 
instructor,  and,  most  recently,  lecturer.  His 
fieldwork  includes  experience  in  the  United 
States  and  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  stipend  for  the  Graduate  Fellowship, 
which  is  awarded  to  candidates  for  the  doc¬ 
torate  who  have  attended  the  Graduate 
Seminar,  is  $3,500  for  the  academic  year.

LATIN  STUDENTS  VISIT  ANS 

For  the  past  fifteen  years  Mrs.  Rhoda 
Schall  has  been  bringing  her  Latin  students 
from  The  Hewitt  School  in  New  York  Ci¬ 
ty  to  the  ANS  for  a  slide-illustrated  lecture 
by  Chief  Curator  William  E.  Metcalf.  This 
year  Mrs.  Schall  brought  50  students  to 
learn  how  Roman  history  can  be  studied 
by  coins. 

In  his  explanation  of  the  development  of 
Roman  coinage  from  its  origin  to  the  Age 
of  Constantine  in  the  fourth  century  A.D., 
Dr.  Metcalf  gave  the  students  a  new  ap¬ 
proach  to  the  understanding  of  Roman 
history,  art  and  culture.  The  sixth,  seventh 
and  eighth  graders  were  also  able  to  han¬ 
dle  some  coins,  including  a  Roman  as,  ca. 
240-230  B.C.,  which  commemorated  a  vic¬ 
tory  over  Carthage,  one  of  Rome’s  deadliest 
enemies.

FIDEM  ’87  in  Colorado  Springs 


Preparations  for  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
congress  of  the  Federation  Internationale 
de  la  Medaille  are  moving  ahead  as  the 
September  11  opening  draws  near.  ANS 
Curator  of  Medals  Alan  Stahl,  the  U.S. 
delegate  to  the  international  body,  has  been 
serving  as  chairman  of  the  steering  com¬ 
mittee  to  set  the  program  and  policies  for 
the  five-day  congress  and  exposition. 

“This  is  the  first  time  that  this  biennial 
congress  has  been  held  outside  of  Europe,” 
noted  Stahl,  “and  we  have  been  concern¬ 
ed  that  it  be  truly  international.  Now  we 
can  say  that  participation  from  around  the 
world  is  insured  and  we’re  working  to  make 
the  actual  congress  a  stimulating  environ¬ 
ment  for  the  interchange  of  ideas  and  ap¬ 
proaches  relating  to  the  medal.  Exhibitions 
have  been  received  from  the  two  dozen  par¬ 
ticipating  countries,  totalling  almost  2,000 
medals,  all  made  since  1980.  Airplanes 
have  been  chartered  from  both  southern 
and  northern  Europe  to  bring  scores  of  ar¬ 
tists,  collectors  and  producers  of  medals  to 
the  gathering.” 

On  Friday,  September  11,  the  exhibition 
will  open  at  the  headquarters  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  in 
Colorado  Springs.  The  Congress  itself  will 
start  the  following  morning,  with  welcom¬ 


ing  remarks  from  Lars  Lagerqvist,  Chief 
Curator  of  the  Royal  Swedish  Coin 
Cabinet  and  President  of  FIDEM;  Elvira 
Clain-Stefanelli,  Executive  Director  of  the 
National  Numismatic  Collection  and 
former  U.S.  FIDEM  delegate;  and  Donna 
Pope,  Director  of  the  U.S.  Mint.  The 
keynote  address  will  be  by  Leonard  Baskin, 
noted  medallist,  sculptor  and  painter. 

Sixteen  additional  papers  will  be  given 
discussing  the  history  and  theory  of  the 
medal,  by  speakers  from  Sweden,  France, 
The  Netherlands,  Finland,  Poland,  Por¬ 
tugal,  Spain,  East  Germany,  Italy,  Canada 
and  the  USA.  Talks  will  be  in  English  or 
French,  with  translations  provided  into  the 
other  language.  An  innovation  of  this 
twenty-first  FIDEM  Congress  will  be  a 
series  of  practical  workshops  on  medallic 
techniques,  led  by  artists  from  Poland, 
France  and  Czechoslovakia.  The  formal 
program  will  be  supplemented  by  recep¬ 
tions,  trips  to  local  sites,  including  the 
Denver  Mint,  and  a  formal  closing  banquet 
on  Tuesday,  September  15.  There  will  be 
a  post-Congress  tour  to  Mesa  Verde,  the 
Grand  Canyon  and  Las  Vegas.

BATES  DELIVERS  STACK 
MEMORIAL  LECTURE 

The  Joseph  B.  and  Morton  M.  Stack 
Memorial  Lecture  for  1987  was  presented 
at  the  Spring  members  meeting  on  April 
11  by  Curator  of  Islamic  Coins  Michael  L. 
Bates.  In  a  slide-illustrated  lecture  entitl¬ 
ed  “The  Coinage  of  Damascus  Under  the 
Umayyads,  692-750,”  Dr.  Bates  discussed 
the  origins  of  Islamic  coinage.  The  coinage 
of  Damascus  may  be  divided  into  three 
phases.  Phase  One,  692-94,  adapted  the 
coinage  of  the  Byzantine  and  Sasanian  em¬ 
pires.  Phase  Two,  694-97,  comprised 
coinage  on  which  Arab  Muslim  images 
were  substituted  for  foreign  ones.  Phase 
Three,  697-750,  was  Islamic  inscriptional 
coinage.  Dr.  Bates  described  the  intricate 
development  of  these  phases  by  means  of 
gold,  silver  and  copper  coins. 

The  spring  meeting  was  presided  over  by 
Society  President  Harry  W.  Fowler. 
Preceding  the  lecture  by  Dr.  Bates,  Mr. 
Fowler  announced  the  heartening  news 
that  the  Society’s  annual  giving  program 
is  more  than  half  way  toward  the  goal  of 
$60,000 — $38,000  has  been  received.  Mr. 
Fowler  expressed  his  gratitude  for  this  im¬ 
portant  support  for  the  Society. 

The  Development  Campaign  is  also  pro¬ 
gressing  well.  Pledges  and  gifts  total 
$2,300,000  toward  the  Society’s  goal  of  $4 
million.  The  Society’s  efforts  are  now  con¬ 
centrated  on  its  nationwide  campaign  in 
which  the  purpose,  services  and  activities 
of  the  ANS  are  presented  by  ANS  Coun¬ 
cil  and  staff  and  members.  The  cultivation 
program  is  engendering  an  enthusiastic 
response  in  the  Society’s  effort  to  broaden 
membership  and  support.

in  a  museum  collection.  Kathryn  Green- 
thal,  curator  of  the  recent  Saint-Gaudens 
show  at  the  Metropolitan  and  Boston 
museums,  will  speak  on  that  sculptor’s  role 
in  the  development  of  the  Beaux-Arts 
medal,  and  Donna  Hassler  of  the 
Metropolitan  will  talk  on  the  medals  of 
John  Flanagan,  one  of  the  most  talented 
medallists  of  the  end  of  the  century.  The 
afternoon  will  close  with  a  reception  to 
celebrate  the  opening  of  the  “Beaux  Arts 
Medal  in  America”  exhibition  in  the  Socie¬ 
ty’s  East  Hall. 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  September  27,  at¬ 
tention  will  turn  to  the  American  medal  of 
the  twentieth  century.  Three  papers  will 
deal  with  the  achievements  in  the  medium 
by  important  sculptors  of  the  period: 
Michael  Richman  of  the  American  Univer¬ 
sity,  Washington,  DC,  will  look  at  the 
medallic  and  relief  works  of  Daniel  Chester 
French;  Cynthia  Kennedy  Sam  will  speak 
on  Bela  Pratt’s  medals  and  coins;  and  A.L. 
Freundlich  of  the  University  of  South 
Florida  will  examine  the  coins  and  medals 
of  James  Earle  Fraser.  A  different  approach 
will  be  taken  by  Elaine  J.  Leotti,  who  will 
provide  a  critical  survey  of  the  works  of 
American  women  medallists.  The  con¬ 
ference  will  end  with  a  talk  by  Joseph 
Veach  Noble,  Director  of  the  Society  of 
Medallists,  who  will  trace  the  history  of 
that  leading  force  in  the  development  of  the 
American  medal  in  the  past  half  century. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  conference  will  be 
published  in  a  volume  which  will  be  sent 
to  all  registrants.  A  copy  of  the  COAC  1987

SOCIETY  EXHIBIT  AT 
METROPOLITAN  SHOW 

An  exhibit  of  works  of  Augustus  Saint- 
Gaudens  from  the  ANS  collection  was 
featured  at  the  Metropolitan  New  York 
Numismatic  Convention,  held  at  the  Vista 
Hotel,  March  27-29.  Among  the  works  of 
Saint-Gaudens  on  display  were  a  high- 
relief  specimen  of  the  1907  double  eagle 
and  a  set  of  electrotypes  illustrating  the 
four  strikes  needed  to  bring  up  the  relief 
on  the  coins.  Among  medallic  works  ex¬ 
hibited  were  Saint-Gaudens’s  cast  in¬ 
augural  medal  of  Theodore  Roosevelt  and 
a  pair  of  Columbia  Exposition  medals  in 
original  cases  with  experimental  patinas. 
An  unusual  feature  was  the  plaquette 
which  Saint-Gaudens  did  for  a  private  par¬ 
ty  at  his  Cornish,  NH  estate,  accompanied 
by  an  invitation  signed  “Your  stuck-in-the- 
mud  Uncle  Gus.” 

At  the  Convention  banquet, 
Metropolitan  President  James  K.  Brandt 
thanked  the  ANS  for  the  loan  and  gave  the 
Society  a  contribution  as  a  token  of 
gratitude  of  the  committee.  In  accepting 
the  check,  ANS  Curator  of  Medals  Alan 
Stahl  expressed  the  hope  that  such  exhibits 
of  Society  material  will  continue  and  noted 
that  the  contribution  would  be  used  for  the 
“Beaux  Arts  Medal  in  America”  exhibi¬ 
tion,  in  which  Saint-Gaudens’s  work  will 
play  a  central  role.

the  coinage  of  Roman  Egypt  and  has 
published  a  monograph  on  currency  and 
inflation  in  the  fourth  century  A.D.  This 
summer  he  will  lead  college-level  teachers 
in  an  NEH-sponsored  seminar  focused  on 
epigraphy  and  numismatics,  including  a 
session  at  the  ANS. 

Miriam  S.  Balmuth  of  Medford,  MA, 
joined  the  Society  in  1960.  Professor  of 
Classics  at  Tufts  University,  she  has  done 
excavation  work  in  Sardinia  and  has 
published  extensively  on  pre-monetary  cir¬ 
culation  patterns  and  the  origin  of  coinage. 

Robert  A.  Bauslaugh,  an  Associate  since 
1972,  resides  in  Atlanta,  GA,  where  he  is 
Associate  Professor  of  Classics  at  Emory 
University.  A  1972  participant  in  the  Socie¬ 
ty’s  Graduate  Seminar,  he  has  since 
published  on  hellenistic  coinage  in  our  ANS 
Museum  Notes,  in  Archaeology,  and  elsewhere. 

Giles  F.  Carter  of  Ypsilanti,  MI,  has 
been  an  Associate  since  1964  and  Professor 
of  Chemistry  at  Eastern  Michigan  Univer¬ 
sity  since  1969.  His  bibliography  includes 
some  30  technical  numismatic  publica¬ 
tions,  mainly  on  the  composition  of  Roman 
coins  but  including  as  well  analyses  of  the 
operation  of  the  Roman  mint.  He  is  a 
regular  guest  speaker  at  the  ANS  Graduate 
Seminar  and  in  1983  was  one  of  the  nine 
invited  speakers  at  the  symposium  organiz¬ 
ed  in  celebration  of  the  Society’s  125th 
anniversary. 

Jane  M.  Cody  of  Los  Angeles,  CA,  join¬ 
ed  the  Society  in  1968,  following  atten¬ 
dance  at  the  ANS  Graduate  Seminar  in 
1965.  Professor  and  formerly  Chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Classics  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Southern  California,  she  has 
published  her  numismatic  findings  in  such 
journals  as  the  American  Journal  of  Ar¬ 
chaeology,  Classical  Philology,  and,  most 
recently,  in  the  J.  Paul  Getty  Museum  Journal. 

Cory  Gillilland,  an  Associate  since  1969, 
resides  in  Falls  Church,  VA.  She  is  Curator 
of  North  American  Numismatics  at  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  and  serves  as 
Associate  U.S.  Delegate  to  FIDEM.  The 
papers  which  she  presented  to  the  1984  and 
1985  Coinage  of  the  Americas  Conferences 
were  published  by  the  ANS  in  the  respec¬ 
tive  Proceedings  volumes. 

Kevin  Herbert  of  St.  Louis,  an  Associate 
since  1976,  is  Professor  of  Classics  and 
Curator  of  the  John  Max  Wulfing  Collec¬ 
tion  at  Washington  University.  In  addition 
to  his  principal  research  on  Church  fathers, 
he  has  published  collections  of  antiquities 
including  one  in  the  Society’s  Ancient 
Coins  in  North  American  Collections  series 
and  another  in  press. 

Hanna  E.  Kassis  of  Vancouver,  Canada, 
joined  the  Society  in  1982,  having  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  1964  Graduate  Seminar. 


Associate  Professor  of  Archaeology  at  the 
University  of  British  Columbia,  his 
numismatic  interest  centers  on  the  Islamic 
coinage  of  the  Almoravids  in  Spain.

1967,  resides  in  Ann  Arbor.  Currently  an 
Assistant  Professor  of  History  at  the 
University  of  Michigan,  he  attended  the 
Society’s  Graduate  Seminar  in  1968  where 
he  began  his  research  interest  in  Islamic 
coinage. 

David  Gordon  Mitten  of  Cambridge, 
MA,  an  Associate  since  1979,  is  James 
Loeb  Professor  of  Classical  Archaeology  at 
Harvard  University.  He  is  past  director  of 
the  Sardis  excavations,  for  which  the  coins 
have  been  systematically  published,  and  is 
author  of  many  articles  and  monographs 
relating  to  antiquity. 

Thomas  S.  Noonan,  a  resident  of 
Bloomington,  MN,  has  been  an  Associate 
member  since  1976.  Professor  of  History 
at  the  University  of  Minnesota,  his 
numismatic  research  is  an  extension  of  his 
work  on  the  interface  among  Byzantium, 
Islam  and  the  Slavic  peoples.  He  was  in¬ 
vited  to  speak  on  his  use  of  hoard  evidence 
for  determining  monetary  circulation  pat¬ 
terns  at  the  Society’s  125th  anniversary 
symposium  in  1983.

John  Masson  Smith,  Jr.,  attended  the 
Graduate  Seminar  in  1956  and  joined  the 
Society  in  1962.  Now  a  Professor  of  History 
at  the  University  of  California,  Berkeley, 
he  has  published  his  work  on  later  Islamic 
dynastic  history,  including  the  numismatic 
evidence,  in  books  and  in  journals  such  as 
Sumer  and  the  Journal  of  the  Social  and 


Economic  History  of  the  Orient. 

Chester  G.  Starr,  an  Associate  since 
1969,  resides  in  Ann  Arbor  where  he  is 
Professor  Emeritus  of  History  at  the 
University  of  Michigan.  He  is  the  author 
of  a  number  of  introductory  texts  on  an¬ 
cient  history  and  a  major  numismatic  work 
on  fifth  century  Athenian  coinage. 

Orestes  H.  Zervos  of  New  York  City 
joined  the  Society  in  1965  and,  as  a 
volunteer  and  part-time  employee,  has 
been  instrumental  in  reorganizing  and 
maintaining  the  Society’s  Greek  and 
Roman  photo  file.  Dr.  Zervos  spends  part 
of  the  year  as  resident  numismatist  for  the 
ongoing  excavations  at  Corinth  and  has 
published  finds  for  several  seasons  in 
Hesperia  in  addition  to  other  publications 
on  hellenistic  coinage.

Baxter  Guest  Curator  for  Beaux  Arts  Show 


Barbara  A.  Baxter,  an  alumna  of  the 
1981  Graduate  Seminar,  has  returned  to 
the  Society  to  serve  as  guest  curator  for  the 
“Beaux  Arts  Medal  in  America”  exhibi¬ 
tion,  to  open  in  the  East  Hall  on  September 
26.  Ms.  Baxter  is  currently  working  on  her 
doctoral  dissertation  in  art  history  at  Har¬ 
vard  University.  She  is  living  in  Princeton, 
where  her  husband  is  conducting  post¬ 
doctoral  research  in  astronomy, 

For  the  exhibition,  Ms.  Baxter  has  been 
visiting  numerous  museums  to  locate 
pieces  to  supplement  the  Society’s  holdings 
of  medallic  and  relief  sculpture  from  the 
period  1885  to  1918,  the  height  of  the  Beaux 
Arts  movement  in  American  art.  Among 
the  collections  from  which  loans  are  being 
solicited  are  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
Art,  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  the 
National  Museum  of  American  Art,  the 
Newark  Museum,  the  Saint-Gaudens 
Homesite  in  Cornish,  NH,  and  the  Na¬ 
tional  Numismatic  Collection,  Smithso¬ 
nian  Institution.  In  addition,  works  from 
several  private  collections  will  be  included 
in  the  show.  The  bulk  of  the  exhibition, 
however,  will  come  from  the  Society’s  rich 


holdings  of  works  of  such  artists  as  Victor 
D.  Brenner,  John  Flanagan,  and  A. A. 
Weinman. 

The  exhibition  will  be  accompanied  by 
a  heavily-illustrated  catalogue,  for  which 
Ms.  Baxter  is  writing  an  extensive  scholarly 
commentary.  For  many  pieces,  the 
reference  in  this  catalogue  will  be  the  first 
published  description,  or  at  least  the  first 
since  that  in  the  catalogue  of  the  Society’s 
1910  International  Exhibition  of  Contem¬ 
porary  Medals.  While  some  of  the  sections 
of  the  catalogue  will  be  organized  by  ar¬ 
tist,  others  will  be  devoted  to  topics  such 
as  the  medals  of  expositions  or  those 
relating  to  World  War  I. 

The  exhibit,  which  opens  in  conjunction 
with  the  1987  Coinage  of  the  Americas 
Conference,  devoted  this  year  to  “The 
Medal  in  America,”  September  26-27,  will 
run  through  April  1988  in  the  East  Exhibit 
Hall.  With  this  major  exhibition  and 
substantial  catalogue,  the  American  medal 
of  the  Beaux  Arts  period  should  become 
recognized  as  an  integral  part  of  the  art  of 
the  tum-of-the-century,  now  appreciated  as 
the  period  of  the  American  Renaissance.

HERZ  DONATES  BALANCE 

The  last  issue  of  the  ANSNewsletter 
recorded  Howard  W.  Herz’s  donation  of 
coins  of  Uruguay  in  conjunction  with  the 
exhibit  “Our  Second  Century.”

When  asked  what  was  most  interesting 
in  the  lecture,  students  stated  that  being 
able  to  read  Latin  on  an  actual  artifact  was 
“exciting,  especially  with  the  coin  of  Brutus 
which  had  EID  MAR  on  the  reverse — we 
had  just  studied  that.”  Others  were  amaz¬ 
ed  by  the  weight  and  size  of  the  Roman  as 
and  its  relative  lack  of  beauty.  The  students 
were  also  fascinated  by  the  fact  that  the 
Romans  depicted  their  rulers  on  coins  for 
propaganda  purposes. 

Mrs.  Schall  hopes  to  continue  to  bring 
her  students  to  the  ANS  as  long  as  she 
teaches.  “The  students  would  not  otherwise 
know  about  this  resource  in  their  com¬ 
munity  or  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  its 
materials  without  such  visits,”  she  explain¬ 
ed.  “It  does  stimulate  their  interest  in  the 
ancient  world  to  see  coins  and  to  discover 
that  they  can  learn  so  much  from  them.” 

The  lesson  was  well  learned.  As  one  stu¬ 
dent  explained,  “The  coins  make  it  all  real, 
since  they  were  used  by  real  people.  The 
coins  bring  the  stories  to  life.” 


ANNUAL  MEETING  OF 

Roger  A.  Hornsby,  Professor  of  Classics 
at  the  University  of  Iowa  and  a  member 
of  the  Society’s  Council,  represented  the 
ANS  as  its  Delegate  to  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  American  Council  of  Learned 
Societies,  which  met  this  year  in 
Washington,  DC,  on  April  23-24.  He  has 
provided  the  following  report  on  the 
various  presentations. 

At  the  business  meeting,  chaired  by 
Georges  May  of  Yale,  Charles  Blitzer, 
Director  of  the  National  Humanities 
Center,  paid  a  splendid  tribute  to  the 
recently  deceased  Robert  Lumiansky  who 
as  president  had  long  guided  the  ACLS. 
Indeed  at  this  same  meeting  the  delegates 
learned  that  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Lu¬ 
miansky  the  “Core  Programs”  of  the 
ACLS — the  senior  and  junior  fellowships 
and  the  grants-in-aid — will  at  last  be  fund¬ 
ed  by  an  increase  of  $4,000,000  to  the  en¬ 
dowment  so  that  the  annual  scramble  to 
secure  money  for  these  programs  will  soon 
be  ended.  The  gifts  came  in  the  form  of  a 
Challenge  Grant  from  the  NEH,  matched 
by  grants  from  the  Andrew  W.  Mellon  and 
the  Rockefeller  Foundations. 

Carl  E.  Schorske,  Professor  Emeritus  of 
History,  Princeton  University,  delivered 
The  Charles  Homer  Haskins  Lecture, 
“The  Life  of  Learning.”  He  traced  in  a 
genial  and  illuminating  manner  his  in¬ 
tellectual  odyssey  in  becoming  a  historian 
of  modern  history.  Your  delegate  was  struck 
by  his  comparison  of  the  intellectual  milieu 
of  Columbia  and  Harvard  for  a  student  in

the  1930s  and  the  considerably  changed 
milieu  after  the  Second  World  War  at 
Wesleyan,  Berkeley  and  Princeton.  It  was 
especially  fitting  that  his  discussion  of 
change  that  occurred  in  the  universities 
from  the  1930s  through  the  1970s  should 
be  given  at  Dumbarton  Oaks,  that 
marvelous  setting  dedicated  to  Byzantine 
studies,  which  appears  timeless. 

At  the  Friday  morning  session  Roger 
Shattuck,  Commonwealth  Professor  of 
French,  University  of  Virginia,  spoke  in 
favor  of  a  Core  Tradition  in  the 
Humanities,  emphasizing  the  need  for 
reaffirming  such  a  Core  in  secondary 
education.  His  position  was  not  supported 
by  the  four  respondents  on  this  panel. 
Philip  D.  Curtain,  Herbert  Baxter  Adams 
Professor  of  History,  Johns  Hopkins,  Jean 
Franco,  Professor  of  Spanish,  Columbia, 
Nathan  Huggins,  W.E.B.  DuBois  Professor 
of  History  and  Afro-American  Studies, 
Harvard,  and  Catharine  R.  Stimpson, 
Dean  of  the  Graduate  School,  Rutgers, 
each  advocated  inclusion  of  studies  broader 
than  the  emphasis  on  traditional  western 
culture,  i.e.,  Afro-American  studies, 
marginal  societies,  Asian  societies,  and 
women’s  studies.  The  discussion  was, 
needless  to  say,  lively  and  frequently  quite 
sharp.  Consensus  was  not  attained,  and  as 
far  as  I  could  observe  no  one  was  converted 
to  a  new  position. 

At  the  final  session,  a  luncheon  meeting 
at  the  University  Club,  Lynne  V.  Cheney,

ANS  COINS  ON  CBS 
“MORNING  PROGRAM” 

On  April  1  Diane  Wolf,  a  member  of  the 
U.S.  Commission  of  Fine  Arts,  asked 
William  Bischoff,  ANS  Assistant  Curator 
of  Modern  Coins,  to  put  together  an  ex¬ 
hibit  of  the  current  circulating  coinage  of 
the  United  States,  together  with  selected 
gold  and  commemorative  silver  issues,  for 
use  on  the  CBS  “Morning  Program.”  The 
next  day  Dr.  Bischoff  took  to  the  CBS 
studio  the  completed  exhibit,  which  Ms. 
Wolf  used  to  illustrate  her  live  interview 
with  Roland  Smith  on  the  program.  Ms. 
Wolfs  purpose  was  to  explain  her  advocacy 
of  a  complete  overhaul  of  the  designs 
employed  on  the  nation’s  coinage.  Two 
weeks  later,  on  April  16,  the  Commission 
adopted  a  modified  version  of  Commis¬ 
sioner  Wolfs  resolution  and  forwarded  it 
to  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  James  Baker. 
Dr.  Bischoff  will  follow  up  this  issue  in  a 
presentation  at  the  ANA  Numismatic 
Theatre  in  Atlanta  this  August. 

SOCIETY  HOSTS  SESSION 
AT  INTERNATIONAL 
MEDIEVAL  CONGRESS 

As  it  has  for  the  past  several  years,  the 
ANS  will  host  a  session  on  “Coinage  and 
Money  in  the  Middle  Ages”  at  the  Inter¬ 
national  Congress  on  Medieval  Studies,  to 
be  held  at  Western  Michigan  University, 
Kalamazoo,  MI,  May  7  to  10.

ANS  HOLDINGS  ENHANCED 
BY  BERMAN  DONATION 

The  Society  is  grateful  to  Associate 
Member  Neil  S.  Berman  for  his  recent  gift 
of  164  numismatic  items  spanning  the 
period  from  the  third  century  A.D.  to  con¬ 
temporary  issues,  with  particular  emphasis 
on  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  century 
coinage.  Lesser  denominations  in  silver  of 
the  German  states  and  the  Swiss  cantons 
are  especially  well  represented,  allowing  the 
ANS  to  fill  in  gaps  in  these  areas. 

Worth  special  mention  is  an  evidently 
unique  U.S.  store  card — an  1878  $2.50  gold 
piece  encased  in  a  die-struck,  sterling  silver 
frame — advertising  “Yacht  Club  Salad 
Dressing.”  An  additional  highlight  is  a  U.S. 
McKinley  gold  dollar  of  1916  encased  for 
use  as  a  Christmas  greeting  by  Tracy  R. 
Bangs,  a  prominent  lawyer  and  public  ser¬ 
vant  of  the  early  part  of  this  century.

NEW  PRIME  COMPUTER 
EQUIPMENT 

In  March  1987  the  New  York  office  of 
Dillon,  Reed  and  Company  upgraded  their 
Prime  computer  equipment.  The  Technical 
Service  Manager,  formally  a  Prime 
Customer  Service  Representative  serving 
the  ANS  system,  contacted  George  Cuhaj 
of  the  ANS  staff  to  arrange  the  donation 
of  Reed’s  replaced  Kennedy  Tape  Drive  to 
the  ANS. 

The  Kennedy  9100  Tape  Unit  has  a  dual 
density  800/1600  BPI,  9  track,  1/2  inch  tape 
capacity.  The  unit’s  sale  price  would  have 
been  $18,500. 

This  new  unit  replaced  the  original 
Pertec  Tape  Drive,  which  was  only  a  single 
density  800  BPI  unit.  For  the  past  three 
years  the  ANS  has  had  difficulty  in  receiv¬ 
ing  800  BPI  tape  from  other  Prime  users. 
The  new  tape  drive  upgrades  the  ANS  to 
the  industry  standard  of  1600  BPI.
